90-day moratorium imposed for 


any new Euclid development 


The Upland City Council Monday 
night imposed a 99-day moratorium 
on accepting applications for most 
new development on Euclid Avenue 
from the San Bernardino Freeway 
north to Eugene Court. 

By a unanimous vote of the five 
members, the council enacted the 
moratorium, effective immediately, 
by urgency ordinance while the city 
studies code amendments to ensure 
quality and consistency of future 
development on Euclid. 


homes are exempt from the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

The council was scheduled to 
adopt the urgency ordinance Sept. 5, 
but lacked the four members needed 
to pass a measure that becomes 
effective immediately. 

City staff has already begun 
studying possible code changes for 
Euclid Avenue, and the length of the 
ordinance was cut from six months 
to 90 days. 

The council made the northern

cern over Euclid’s potential for in- 
compatible land uses and the need to 
review guidelines for converting 
homes to business use.

repair bills for sidewalks

Residents and the Upland City 
Council alike solidly rejected a 
proposal Monday night to transfer 
the financial burden of sidewalk 
repairs from the city to individual 
property owners. 

The shift in financing the repairs 
had been recommended by the city 
administration as one way to reduce 
expenses under Proposition 13. All 
five members of the council voted 
against the plan

repairs during this fiscal year. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the city budgeted some $24,000 to 
continue temporary asphalt 
patching through next June 30. 
Another $53,000 had been proposed 
for sidewalk repairs before passage 
of Proposition 13, he said. 

Eight residents strongly opposed 
the proposal before the council Mon- 
day night. They pointed out that 
city-owned trees cause most of the 
sidewalk damage in Upland. 

Several residents said sidewalk 
repairs have lagged behind need un- 
der the city, placing an unfair 
burden on property owners if

zone changes

Property owners nearly filled 
council chambers Thursday night to 
question and sometimes protest 
three zone changes covering many 
key blocks in southeast Upland 

The Upland Planning Commission 
recommended adoption by the city 
council of all but two sections of the 
three zone changes stemming from 
a study of the southeast quadrant 
early this year and General Plan 
Amendment 63 passed this summer 

Property owners repeatedly 
pointed out instances of ‘‘down 
zoning,’ changes allowing less 
density than current zoning 

About 90 persons attended the 
meeting. which adjourned about 
12:20 a.m 

Many residents noted neighbors 
have one or two rental units on the 
same lot as the owner-occupied 
homes and said they had hoped to 
eventually add rental structures of 
their own 

The zone changes Thursday night 
covered about 20 percent of the land 
area involved directly in General 
Plan Amendment 63. The proposals 
covered 78.41 acres in all, and the 
planning commission adopted _ all 
parts of the zone changes except two 
covering four acres that were 
withdrawn for further study 

Planning Director Bill Young and 
Planning Associate Bob Nastase 
explained that the changes are 
intended to reduce fdture mixed 
land uses in the area and the 
maximum possible density in 
southeast 

Nastase explained, ‘‘When we 
initiated the general plan study in 
the southeast quadrant, we were 
looking at an area that had very

commercial use will be reviewed. 


massive high-density areas that if 


developed to the fullest potential 
would have laid substantial burden 
on city services.” 

He added that the then-existing 
general plan and zoning uses 
allowed a ‘‘pattern of intensification 
on lots that was undesirable.” 

The city ‘‘was getting proposals 
for tack-on units instead of 
reconstruction, development of 
small lots that really couldn't 
facilitate the kind of development 
that was being placed on them,” 
Nastase said 

Young said many of the owners’ 
inquiries to the planning department 
stemmed from a misunderstanding 
about the general plan and zoning. 

He and Frank Carpenter, 
chairman of the commission, 
stressed that the zone changes 
would not prohibit current 
nonconforming uses as long as those 
uses were not added upon, 
increasing nonconformance 


responsibility for the service were 
transferred. 

They asked the council that 
residents be allowed to replace 
trees along street parkways with 
smaller, less damaging types if the 
city adopted the proposal. 

Travers and City Attorney Donald 
Maroney said the city could have 
residents pay for sidewalk repairs 
under a provision of state law. 
Maroney noted liability for injury 
claims stemming from disrepair 
would remain with the city, not be 
shifted to residents. 

He said many cities in California 
already place the financial burden 
for repairs on residents. 

Frank Morocco told the council, 
“The city put the trees in there — I 
didn't put that tree in my yard or in 
the parkway. The city owns my 
parkway, so I don’t see how you can 
touch us on something like that.” 

He called the plan an “‘indirect 
tax,’ adding, ‘‘I think you're putting 
too much on the property owner.” 

Mayor George Gibson noted 
Upland’s current budget dips into 
general fund reserves for financing 
services and lacks funds for perma- 
nent sidewalk repairs. 

Travers told the council that an 
administration search for possible 
grant money to finance repairs turn- 
ed up no funds. 

Morocco said he understands the 
city’s position, but added, ‘‘Proposi- 
tion 13 is the first thing the property 
owner has got in the last 50 years, 
and now you re going to start taking 
it away from us.”’ 

Irene Clevenger said, ‘'Trees are 
the major issue in the older areas of 
Upland 

Residents of southeast Upland 
have seen the damage trees can 
cause to sidewalks, while newer 
residents do not have the same ex- 
perience, she said 

She said her tree on Highland 
Court is diseased and asked that 
residents be given the option of re- 
questing tree removal to cut down 
on future sidewalk repair

resigns after six years 


Jerry Morris, a member of the 
Upland Planning Commission for 
six years, resigned last week. 

In a letter read Thursday night by 
Chairman Frank Carpenter, Morris 
said, ‘'I feel it’s time for a change 
for both the city and me.”’ 

Morris was first appointed to the 
planning commission in June 1972. 
He served as the commission's vice 
chairman from October 1974 until 
June 1977. - 

He teaches a fifth-grade class at 
Lee Elementary School in Azusa. 


He ran unsuccessfully for mayor 
of Upland in 1972 and the city 
council in 1976, when he just missed 
election by 35 votes 


Morris praised the work of the 
seven member planning 
commission, calling it the ‘‘finest”’ 
in the state 


His resignation leaves a vacancy 
that will be filled through an 
appointment by Mayor George 
Gibson, with the approval of the 
council 


Upland woman studies brush painting in Taiwan

An Upland woman has returned from the Far East, 
where she pursued knowledge about Chinese brush pain- 
ting. 

Vivian Bornemann was invited to join the Artists of 

Chinese Brush Painting Far East Tour since she had 
won an honorable mention in the art during a 
competition at the Museum of Science and Industry in 
Los Angeles. 
' Mrs. Bornemann and Phyllis Bennett of Pomona were 
the only area students of Ning Yeh to join the tour. Yeh 
‘teaches brush painting in Claremont. Mrs. Bornemann’s 
husband, Bill, went along as tour photographer, and all 
paid their own expenses. 

“T was so surprised to have won the honorable 
mention,’ Mrs. Bornemann said. ‘‘I have only been 
studying brush painting for two years.” 

She explained that in the competition, the artists were 
asked to do two paintings ‘‘on the spot.”’ 

‘“‘We could only bring our treasures (brushes, ink stick 
and stone and seals) and couldn’t have any reference 
material,’ she said. Her winning piece was a simple and 
graceful sweep of long leaves and a flower blossom. The 
artist signed her name in Chinese characters in the top 
right hand corner and affixed her red seal underneath. 

“You can put your signature anywhere on the 
painting,’’ she said, ‘‘and you can use as many of the red 
seals as you want. I think too many seals spoil the art, 
but as paintings pass from owner to owner, each one 
places his red seal on it. Some even have the seals right 
in the middle which ruins the mood of the painting.”’ 

While on the trip, Mrs. Bornemann bought another red 
‘seal and several new ‘‘mountain horse brushes,” one 
‘which cost $60 in American money. Her new seal is 
marble with a fish design on it signifying longevity. 

Highlights of the cultural tour, the brush painter said, 
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were visits to the Pacific Cultural Foundation and the 
National Palace Museum in Taipei, Taiwan. She also was 
‘‘thrilled’’ to visit the Taipei homes of leading Chinese 
brush painters and watch them demonstrate. 

Each tour member was given an original painting by 
these artists, and Mrs. Bornemann bought books on their 
works and techniques. 

“The most valuable thing I really learned on the trip 
was watching the masters demonstrate — and they are 
so warm, humble and gracious,’ Mrs. Bornemann said. 
' She also said touring Taiwan, Hong Kong and Japan 
gave her a better insight into brush painting as she could 
see for herself the gorges, trees, mountains and flowers. 

Mrs. Bornemann started painting in oils in 1964 when 
she and Bill and their three children moved from New 
Jersey to Upland, ‘‘I wanted something to do with my 
time while the children were in school,’’ she said. ‘‘I had 
never painted before in my life.”’ 

She studied at Chaffey College and with other 
individual teachers, but the smell of the oil paints was 
bothering her. Two years ago, she started Chinese brush 
painting with Ning Yeh. 

“It’s a whole new art,’’ she said. She practices strokes 
on newspapers to ‘‘limber up.’’ She also said it takes 
much time to study every part of a flower the Chinese 
way before attempting to paint it. 

‘You have to be free and have an idea what to do 
before going to the rice paper to paint — there are so 
many classic strokes and combinations,’’ Mrs. 
Bornemann said. 

The study of brush painting is endless, the artist said, 
and she will continue the art, but also intends to take up 
watercolors this fall. 

Asked how she felt about being a traveler in the Far 
East, Mrs. Bornemann said, ‘‘I loved it — it was quite a 
surprise to be able to go, but then, I was surprised when | 
got out of New Jersey and traveled to California.”

The forms must be postmarked by Oct. 9 and delivered 
to the registrar's office by Oct. 13 
Forms may also be obtained by calling the registrar of 
voters at 383-1811 
A prospective voter must be a United States citizen 
and at least 18 by election day Nov. 7 
If a person has been convicted of a felony, he may 
register and vote if he has been released from his parole 
If a registered voter has moved (even across the street 
or next door) or has changed his name, he must re- 
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register to keep his eligibility. 

San Bernardino County had a record 309,069 registered 
voters eligible to participate in the June primary. About 
two-thirds of them actually showed up at the polls June 6.

Heart pamphlet 


The American Heart Association, San Bernardino 
County Chapter, wants to improve shoppers’ 
supermarket skills so that they get more for their 
inflated dollar, select foods high in nutritional value and 
serve meals that may reduce the family’s risk of heart 
and blood vessel disease. 

These goals can be achieved by adding a little wisdom 
to shopping lists and by reading labels on food products. 
the Association says. And it offers a publication on how 
to buy and what to buy. 

In the September ‘‘Pamphlet-of-the-Month,”’ ‘‘Save 
Food $$ And Help Your Heart,”’ the shopper is advised to 
buy foods which are low in cholesterol and saturated fat. 
The Heart Association recommends that consumers 
reduce their intake of dietary cholesterol to no more than 
300 mg. per day and their saturated fat to less than 10% 
of total calories. And since many of the foods high in 
cholesterol and saturated fats are also the most 
expensive, this is also a way to save food dollars. 

The booklets offer a variety of money-saving hints on 
what to remember when buying the different types of 
food products. For example, the booklet suggests: 

Making a shopping list. Use it to compare regular 
and sale prices. Cross off the high calorie foods on the 
list, then stick to buying only those remaining items on 
the list. Impulse buying will unblance your budget. 

— Buy skim or low fat milk rather than whole milk and 
cream which cost more. Use evaporated skim milk 
instead of cream. 

— Buy fruit juices instead of fruit drinks, which may 
be mainly water, sugar and flavorings with vitamins 
added

Tax rates higher in some cities

Despite passage of Proposition 13, 
the owner of a Chino home valued at 
$50,000 will still pay more in proper- 
ty taxes this year than the owner of 
a similar home elsewhere in the 
West End. 

Both homeowners can count on 
one thing. Because of Proposition 
13, their property tax bills this year 
will be much lower — an average of 
60 percent below what they paid last 
year. 

Proposition 13 is the state con- 
Stitutional amendment that limits 


property taxes in most instances to 1 
percent of 1975-76 market values. 
By its own terms, however, it ex- 
cludes from the limit all taxes re- 
quired to pay off bonds or other 


‘voter-approved debt. That will ac- 
-count for different tax rates in 


different parts of the West End. 

Final 1978-79 tax rates have been 
released by the county auditor- 
controller's office. The rates show 
that some cities, school districts and 
other single-purpose districts have 
long-term obligations they will have 
to continue to pay from property 
taxes.

That means property owners will 
be paying more than the 1-percent 
limit for many years, since some of 
the bonds won’t be paid off until the 
turn of the century. 

The 1-percent limit imposed by 
Proposition 13 translates into a 
property tax rate of $4 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, about one-third 
as much as tax rates in previous 
years. 

(Assessed valuation has been the 
basis for calculating property taxes. 
It is defined as 25 percent of market 
value. )

Seven buses returned to service

Seven retired buses will be 
returned to service so that about 300 
additional students may ride to and 
from schools in the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District. 

The Chaffey district board voted 
Monday night to shrink the busing 
limit from four miles to 3% miles. 

The change added 13 stops that 
were eliminated by the board this 
summer along with other post- 
Proposition 13 budget cuts. 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen said 
the four-mile limit served about 400 
students. The new 3%-mile limit 
will serve about 700 students, which 
is roughly half the number that rode 
buses last year, he said. 

The board agreed that any student 
— including those living within the 
3%-mile limit — could ride buses 
from district stops. , 

In years past, the district 








provided bus service only to 
students who lived further than two 
miles from a high school. 

Dirksen said that about $2,700 
would have to be spent to repair 
three of the seven buses needed for 
the new routes. 

The board also authorized 
administrators to hire bus drivers 
“‘as needed’’ to staff the new routes. 
Nine drivers were laid off in 
August after the two-mile limit was 
stretched to four miles. 

There is no way to calculate the 
Large crowds of riders could force 
the district to have two runs at the 
more popular stops, he said. 


Promising to report back to the 
board in a month with more 
accurate cost figures, Dirksen 
predicted the extra service would 
not cost more than $50,000. 


The new bus stops were to be in 
operation by today, Dirksen said. 


The additional bus stop locations 
are:

A complete list of local 
governments and the taxes they will 
levy for repayment of bonds will be 
part of property tax bills to be mail- 
ed next month. 

But a look at the 1978-79 tax rates 
show the following: 

— In Ontario, the owner of a home 
valued at $50,000 (and who has a 
homeowner’s tax exemption) can 
expect to pay a property tax bill of 
$525.99. The tax rate in most of On- 
tario will be $4.8929 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

This rate includes a city tax rate 
of 17.06 cents for repayment of 
various bond issues, two approved in 
1956 and two in 1968. 

— In Upland, the owner of a $50,- 
000 home can expect to pay a proper- 
ty tax bill of $500.09. The tax rate 
will be $4.6520 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

— A Chino homeowner can expect 
to pay $541.67 in property taxes for a 
$50,000 home. The tax rate will be 
$5.0388 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion. 

The rate includes a 25-cent city 
tax and a 58.78-cent tax by the Chino 
Unified School District. District 
voters approved bond issues in 1975 
and 1977.

Forest plan 


Allowing natural fires to burn 


Some man-caused or lightning-caused fires in the San 
Bernardino National Forest will be allowed to burn, up to 
100 acres, under a new fire management plan established 
by the U.S. Forest Service. 

Spokesman for the USFS, Elliott Graham, said the 
plan, if accepted by the Regiorial Forest Service, will be 
implemented next spring. 

The fires would only be allowed to burn under close 
surveillance before being extinguished. 

Allowing the burning will promote regrowth of more 
and better vegetation and provide food for wildlife. 

The burning is also expected to help control insects and 
the spread of diseases carried by mosquitos, according 
to Graham. 

Graham explained that a 50-year-old brush stand is in- 
acessable for deer herds and that new, shorter and more 
tender brush would be beneficial to the deer. 

The method isn’t unique and previously 5,000 acres 
were intentionally set afire in the Mendocino National 
Forest, under a wildlife program to better feed deer in 
the area. ; 

The new program, however, differs from the Men- 
docino program in which fires are intentionally set by 
USFS personnel. 

The forest service also set fires in areas to be used for 
fire breaks and fuel breaks. 

A fuel break differs from the usual fire break seen 
snaking along and up mountain sides, in that an area, 
usually wider than a fire break, is cleared to allow for a 
different type of vegetation cover that will help cut down 
fire potential. 

Graham said the idea of letting fires burn to their 
limits is a natural form of promoting new growth and 
putting nutrients into the soil. 

But Graham said that’s an uncomfortable statement to 
live with, especially for residents in an area near a rag- 
ing fire. 

“We have to look at values—structures, watersheds 
and recreational habits of people,” he said. 

‘Fires have always been with us and we're talking 
about using those fires as a management tool.”’

Theta Cable TV has hopes, 
despite losses in early going

Suffering the growing 
pains of a new industry, 
Theta Cable Television has 
annually lost several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the 
West End and several 
million dollars overall in re- 
cent years. 

However, the firm is 
banking on cable 
television’s maturity, 
return on early capital in- 
vestment and local growth 
to help bring a brighter 
future 

William Canfield, assis- 
tant to the president of 
Theta Cable, said the firm 
expects to start turning a 
profit by the end of 1978. 

“Things are looking up 
for the first time in a long 
time,’ he said. 

In the West End, Theta 
Cable serves Upland, On- 
tario, Montclair and the 


northeast part of Rancho 
Cucamonga, an area north 
of 19th Street and east of 
Hellman Avenue. 

Canfield said a current 
breakdown for the West 
End is not available, but he 
estimated the continuing 
annual loss here at $300,000 
or $400,000. 


Although local losses 
have been ‘‘very substan- 
tial,” Canfield said, ‘“‘With 


development in the area, I 
think we can look forward 
to a slow turn around. 

“It’s a far cry from the 
desperate days of ‘74.” 

He noted the firm ran into

weather’ then, losing $6 
million for the year, and 
severely curtailed local 
programming.

Almost any youngster, 
whether engaged in 
organized or unorganized 
play, runs the risk of a 
fracture. There is little 
danger of the injury being 
neglected, and it usually 
heals uneventfully. The 
young player is removed 
from the game for the 
season, but that’s a 
disappointment from which 
he or she recovers. 


The more threatening 
injuries are those which are 
too often ignored. They 
usually involve the portion 
of the bone adjacent to the 
joint, which does not 
complete its growth until a 
youngster is past the mid- 
teens. 

The young athlete often 
engages in great muscular 
exertion in the course of 
competitive ativities, and 
the undeveloped bone is not 
equal to the pull of the 
muscles. As a result, the 
ends of the still - unfused 
bone may be pulled out of 
line, and the youngster 
suffers great discomfort, 
including swelling, 
tenderness and pain upon 
movement. 

Often the young athlete is 
being coached by a 
volunteer — perhaps 
someone who participated 
in sports at college and who

In the year 2000, the population in 
the Southland will have increased by 
3 million, according to the draft of a 
growth forecast just released by the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG) 

Intended as a guide for dis- 
tributing and phasing the expected 
population growth in Southern 
California, the ‘‘Draft SCAG-78 
Growth Forecast Policy’’ lists pop 
ulation, housing employment and 
land use figures in five - year inter- 
vals through the year 2000 

SCAG-78"' will become the fourth 
such forecast released since 1970 as 
part of SCAG’s regional develop- 
ment guide program 

Areawide growth forecasts are 
required for regional land use 
elements by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 

The forecast’s figures for the 
region are based on assumptions of 
probably migration and fertility 
rates 

The distribution of growth reflects 
regional and local growth policies 
according to George Westphain, 
Monterey Park councilman and 
chairman of SCAG’s Community 
and Economic Development Com- 
mittee 

‘‘The document's explicit 
numbers are used to create a 
realistic and desirable picture of 
growth for the coming years,’ 
Westphaln said. ‘‘This in turn helps 
SCAG and local governments in 
their planning and decision - making 
tasks.” 

The official pointed out that 
SCAG’s previously adopted growth 
forecast policies have provided the 
basis for regional planning in areas 
such as air and water quality. 
energy, housing, human services 
and transportation 

“For example, SCAG’s transpor- 
tation program uses the forecast’s 
figures to make decisions regarding 
transportation improvements, and 
in the water quality program the 
figures will be used to recommend 
the size of future sewer treatment 
plants,’ Westphaln explained

He added that the forecast also 
serves as an aid to city and county 
governments as they prepare their 
plans 

SCAG worked closely with local 
governments in developing the 
figures for the ‘‘Draft SCAG-78 
Growth Forecast Policy.”’ 

‘We conducted surveys of local 
forecasts and met with numerous 
cities and counties to discuss 
questions related to growth in their 
jurisdictions,’’ Westphaln said. 

In several workshops and hearings 
held throughout the region during 
the past few months, elected of- 
ficlals and members of the public 
had a chance to review and com- 
ment on six alternative forecasts 
developed by SCAG 

Finally, a combination of several 
alternatives was chosen to become 
the new forecast 

It resembles ‘SCAG-76,’ the 
current forecast, but regionally 
calls for more dispersed growth,’ 
Westphaln explained 

The ‘‘Draft SCAG-78 Growth 
Forecast Policy’’ will be reviewed 
by cities and counties in the 
Southland, as well as by state and 
federal agencies and SCAG 
committees 

The proposed environmental im- 
pact report for the forecast will be 
completed in October 

The final forecast, according to 
Westphaln, is scheduled for adoption 
by the SCAG Executive Committee 
in January 1979 

‘Workshops on the draft forecast 
will be held in October and 
November,’’ said Westphaln. “‘I 
urge interested citizens, elected of- 
ficials and others to participate in 
the review process. ’ 

Copies of the draft forecast are 
available at libraries throughout the 
six - county region 

SCAG is a planning and coor- 
dinating agency which deals with 
regional problems, such as 
transportation, environmental 
quality and urban growth, attecting 
more than 10 million residents of the 
Southland

Well-kept records 


aid tax returns 


As a means of improving 
accuracy on tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue Service 
recommends that taxpayers 
keep good financial records 
throughout the year 

One benefit of keeping 
good financial records is 
that these documents can 
be used to substantiate ex- 
penses, income and itemiz- 
ed deductions that might 
otherwise be overlooked. 

Taxpayers are not re- 
quired to keep extensive 
records, but they must re- 
tain receipts, canceled 
checks, bills and other 
written documents related 
to expenses claimed as 
deductions. These 
documents should be kept 
for at least three years 
from the date the return 
was due or filed, or two 
years from the date the tax 
was paid, whichever occurs 


later 

The Internal Revenue 
Service notes that some 
records should be kept even 
longer. For example, 
property records should be 
retained as long as they are 
useful in determining the 
basis of the original or 
replacement property. 
Copies of past tax returns 
can prove valuable when 
taxpayers prepare subse- 
quent returns. 

For additional informa- 
tion on recordkeeping, tax- 
payers can order a free IRS 
Publication 552, ‘‘Record- 
keeping Requirements and 
a Guide to Tax 
Publications,’’ by contac- 
ting the forms order 
number listed in the white 
pages of local telephone 
directories under ‘U.S.

Revenue Service.”

If a household move is on 
your agenda for this year, 
you can expect to have plen- 
ty of company on the 
highway. Statistics tell us 
that one family in six will 
change its place of 
residence this year. 

What’s more, if you are 
an average American, you 
can expect to move an in- 
credible fourteen times in 
your lifetime. Only 
Australians and Canadians 
have higher mobility rates. 

All those moves can add 
up to a large cash outlay 
over the years. But many of 
the expenses and problems 
related to moving can be 
reduced if you plan ahead, 
are. willing to do at least 
some of the work yourself, 
and are flexible. 

An important first step in 
planning your move is to 
choose which of the four 
methods of moving you will 
use. You can call a van line, 
rent equipment, use owned 
or borrowed equipment, or 
liquidate your possessions. 
The last three do - it - 
yourself methods comprise 
about three - fourths of all 
household moves. 

Which method you choose 
will depend upon how much 
money you want to spend, 
how much work you want to 
do, and how much protec- 
tion you want to give your 
goods. 

For those who want con- 
venience at any cost, van 
lines are the answer. For 
some, it is the only way to 
move, due to their age or 
health. The van lines will 
see to it that you don’t lift a 
finger during your move. 

But you'll pay highly for 
their services. Besides be- 
ing the most expensive way 
to go, van line moves result 
in late pick-up, late 
delivery, or damage to 
goods about 35 percent of 
the time 

To help you choose’ a 
reputable van line, the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission requires movers to 
furnish customers with 
copies of their performance 
reports 

You might decide that the 
most practical method for 
your move is to use rental 
equipment, such as a truck 
or trailer. If so, you can ex- 
pect to pay about half of 
what a van line move would 
cost 

But you have to be willing 
to exert yourself for a do-it- 
yourself move.

On the positive side, 
professional - type moving 
aids, such as dollies, pack- 
ing cartons, and furniture 
pads are available from 
some companies, such as U- 
Haul. These aids ease the 
work involved in a do - it - 
yourself move. And your 
goods receive the personal 
care that only you can give. 

If you use owned or 
borrowed equipment, such 
as a pickup truck, you'can 
cut costs even more — at 
least initially. But keep in 
mind that the equipment is 


not designed for moving | 


furniture, so you, risk 
damaging your goods. 

You may also have to 
make several back - and - 
fourth trips, adding to the 
expense and inconvenience. 

Most important of all, you 
won’t have any insurance 
for your goods if you use 
owned or borrowed equip- 
ment. That can make the 
move an expensive one 
should an accident or bad 
weather occur. 

In contrast, van lines and 
rental equipment com- 
panies offer the security of 
some form of protection for 
your goods. For example, 
SafeMove protection is 
available from U-Haul 
dealers. Its low cost 
provides extra protection 
for your goods, yourself, 
and your passengers. 

The last method of mov- 
ing, liquidation, means you 
sell or throw away 
everything you can’t carry 
in your car. This may be 
practical for those with few 
possessions. But you should 
measure the cost of replac- 
ing your goods aginst the 
cost of moving them 

It is possible that more 
than one of these methods 
may appeal to you. A com- 
bination of different 
methods can bring about 
the most desirable results 
and still result in substan- 


tial savings.

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Although the crisp noise, instead of waiting to identify what it is,’ Steel 
explains. 

In discussing safe hunting techniques, both men offer 
these suggestions: ; 

— Walking in single file, the hunter in the lead may 
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Friends Outside Visitor Center 
eases families’ visits to prisoners 


‘Some people here in Chino and 
the surrounding areas don’t even 
know where the prisons are 
located.” 

That comment, made by a staff 
member of the Friends Outside 
Visitor Center at California 
Institution for Men at Chino (CIM), 
touches only part of the penal 
problem versus the outside world, 
according to a diverse group in- 
volved with the center. 

A 23-year-oid woman called Jody 
from San Juan Capistrano, who 
visits her husband at the institute 
weekly, said, ‘‘It does strange things 
to men in here when they can’t see 
their families.” 

She said one of the biggest worries 
of men serving time is the thought of 
their loved ones “‘running around on 
them.”’ 

Jody, a college student studying to 
become a probation officer, brings 
her three-year-old daughter along 
when she visits. Her husband, whom 
she married after he was put in 
prison, is serving 16 months for 
robbery, committed at Christmas 
time, a few days after he lost a job. 

Jody has no qualms about his 
sentence, but she was completely 
frightened when she first began 
visiting him. 

‘‘Without the visitor center I 
would never have made it,’’ she 
said. 

The center, which includes a 
mobile home recently set up just

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inside the prison’s entrance gate, 
was established by a small group of 
West End residents, involved in the 
statewide Friends Outside 
organization. 

Friends Outside was formed in 
1954 to further family ties with 
inmates serving terms in county, 
state or federal prisons. 

Members of that organization 
believe that maintenance of family 
ties while in prison is a major part 
of the inmate’s rehabilitation 

The mobile home serves aS a 
children’s day care center, family 
referral service office, counseling 
and crisis intervention unit and a 


meeting place for the families of: 


inmates. 

It serves the families of 
approximately 3,600 inmates housed 
at CIM, California Institution for 
Women (CIW) and the Youth 
Training School (YTS) 

Nickie Carpenter, staff member 
of Friends Outside, working at CIW, 
said, ‘‘Visitors are usually very 
frightened—-especially the first 
time.” 

Staff and volunteers at the center 
are there to ease their fears. 

She described the five miles which 
the prisons encompass as 
“‘complex”’ adding that many of the 
visitors can’t speak English, have 
little money and often times, very 
little schooling. 

As well as the size and complexity 
of the prisons, transportation to and 


from the airport and bus stations 
becomes a problem for many, who 
have traveled hundreds of miles in 
order to visit their loved ones. 
Paper work also seems insurmoun- 
table to some. 


Helen Fayloga, executive director 
of the San Bernardino Chapter of 
Friends Outside, said one of the 
major problems confronting visitors 
at the three prisons is the paper 
work involved for eligibility to visit. 

The center assists with that. 

Carpenter spoke about assisting 
grandmothers, children and 
sometimes, fathers, with visits at 
CIW. 

On one particularly memorable 
occasion, she assisted a father from 
the Bay Area who was picking up his 
daughter, who had been born at 
CIW. 


Less than a year ago, however, 
children weren't allowed ‘to visit 
unless accompanied by an adult, but 
now, a child of any age can visit 
alone 

Additionally, a parolee visitor 
used to have to wait six months in 
order to visit. That rule has also 
been eased. 


“There's a new feeling generating 
from new administration connected 
with the prison system in the state, 
and they realize the importance of 
family ties to the prisoner,’’ she 
said

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MONTCLAIR ADOPTING BY REFERENCE THAT CERTAIN 
BUILDING CODE IN BOOK FORM ENTITLED “UNIFORM BUILDING 
CODE, 1976 EDITION’ AND ‘‘UNIFORM BUILDING CODE 
STANDARDS, 1976 EDITION” AND MAKING CERTAIN AMENDMENTS 
THERETO. 

The City Council of the City of Montclair does hereby ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Purposes. The purposes of this ordinance are to provide 
standards to safeguard life, health, property and the public welfare by 
regulating and controlling the design, construction, quality of material, use 
and occupancy, location and maintenance of all buildings and structures 
within the corporate limits of the City of Montclair. 

SECTION II. Amendment of the Municipal Code. Chapter 1 of Title 8 of 
the Montclair Municipal Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 8-1.01. Adoption. Those certain documents in book form entitled 
“Uniform Building Code, 1976 Edition,” including the appendix thereof and 
the ‘‘Uniform Building Standards, 1976 Edition,’ and the ‘1978 
Supplement,” as prepared by the International Conference of Building Of- 
ficials, 5260 South Workman Mill Road, Whittier, California. are hereby 
referred to and by such reference incorporated herein and adopted as the 
Building Code of the City of Montclair, except as certain portions are 
hereinafter specifically amended. Three copies of said Uniform Building 
Code, certified by the Clerk of said City of Montclair, shall be filed and will 
be kept on file for use and examination by the public in the City Clerk's of-

Section 8-1.02. Building Code Amendments. The following portions and

construction, for places of habitation, residence, or place of business in this 
City, provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall prohibit the 
use of any house trailer or mobile home for places of abode or habitation in 
an approved mobile home park, providing such structures comply with all 
other conditions and requirements of this Code 

(b) Section 301 (d) is hereby amended by adding the following to 
Paragraph 1: 

Plans shall include off-street parking spaces sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the zoning regulations of the City of Montclair 

(c) Section 303 (a) is hereby amended by adding the following to the 
first paragraph: 

In addition to those fees set forth in said table, the Building Official 
Shall charge an administrative permit issuance fee, to be set by Council 
resolution. 

(d) Section 303 (6) is hereby amended by adding the following to the se- 
cond paragraph: 

Except that in cases of tract development of houses using stock plans, 
the fee for the first house shall be as herein provided and each additional 
house at one-half the normal plan check fee. 

(e) Section 303 (e) is hereby amended by adding the following: 

(e) Investigation Fee. A nonrefundable fee shall be paid to the Building 
Official for any investigation of any building. structure. work reports, cer- 
tification or related work requested by an owner or his authorized agent 
Said fees shall be adopted by resolution and shall be in an amount sufficient 
to reimburse the City for costs involved.

(g) It is the intention of the City of Montclair that all construction 
carried on under the Montclair Building Division be of good standard quali- 
ty.

A minimum thickness of 3% inches for flat concrete work and 2 inches 
for asphalt paving shall be required. All exterior flat concrete work shall 
include such breaks for expansion as shall be deemed necessary by the 
Building Official. Protests to the decisions of the Building Official may be 
made. as provided in Section 204 of the Uniform Building Code 

(g) Section 306 is hereby amended by adding the following 

(f) The following are the minimum requirements which shall be com- 
pleted and approved before any occupancy is permitted or utilities con- 
nected 

1. Foundation. framing. roof covering. interior and exterior wall cover- 
ing 

2. Kitchen and bathroom separated by partitions. ceilings and doors 

3. Water closet. kitchen sink and sewage disposal system installed 
when required 

4. In addition to any Planning Commission site requirements, where 
not already provided. minimum off-site improvements consisting of 
sidewalks, curbs. driveway approaches. shall have been installed and com- 
pleted in accordance with City specifications 

(h) The second sentence of Section 1307 (b) shall be amended to read as 
follows 

(b) Other habitable rooms, except kitchens. shall have an area of not 
less than 90 square feet 

(1) The second sentence of Section 1407 (b) shall be amended to read as 
follows 

(b) Other habitable rooms. except kitchens. shall have an area of not 
less than 90 square feet 

(j) Section 1505 is amended to read as follows 

In areas where motor vehicles are stored or operated. floor surta 
shall be of concrete or such other noncombustible materials as migh 
proved by the Building Official 

(k) The first paragraph of Section 3203 (d) 3 G shall be amended to 
read as follows 

Shingles shall be applied to roofs with solid sheeting 

(1) The first paragraph of Section 3203 (d) 3 H shall be amended to read 
as follows 

Shakes shall be applied to roofs with solid sheeting 

SECTION IIL. Validity. If any section, subsection, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance is for any reason held to be invalid, such holding or holdings shail 
not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this ordinance. The City 
Council hereby declares that it would have passed this ordinance and each 
section. subsection, sentence. clause and phrase thereof. irrespective of 
the fact that any one or more sections. subsections. sentences. clauses or 
phrases be declared invalid

B. Wherever the term ““CORPORATION COUNSEL " is used in said 
Uniform Fire Code, it shall mean the City Attorneys for the City _ of 
Montclair ; 

C. Wherever the term “FIRE PREVENTION ENGINEER,”’ “FIRE 
MARSHAL.” “FIRE PREVENTION OFFICER,” or ‘(CHIEF OF THE 
BUREAU OF FIRE PREVENTION ’ is used in said Uniform Fire Code, it 
Shall be held to mean that Chief Officer designated by the Fire Chief as be- 
ing in charge of the Fire Prevention Bureau. 

D. Where the phrase ‘‘substantially supported and protected’ appears 
in Section 15.303, it shall be construed to include, but not limited to, “‘swing 
joints” as the support or protection required therein 

E. “FIRE HYDRANT" shall be heid to mean equipment or device with 
connections and a controlling valve, installed for drawing water from a 
main to provide a water supply or discharge to fire apparatus or equip- 
ment 

SECTION 43.103. STORAGE LIMITS 

A. Section 15.201 of the Uniform Fire Code is amended to read as 
follows: ‘The storage of flammable or combustible liquids in above ground 
tanks outside of buildings is prohibited.’ 

B. Section 15.601 of the Uniform Fire Code is amended to read as 
follows: “No new bulk plants shall be constructed within any principal 
business district or in any closely built commercial or heavily populated 
areas as such districts or areas shall be designated by the Fire Prevention 
Officer 

C. The limits referred to in Section 20.105 of the Uniform Fire Code in 
which storage of liquid petroleum gas is restricted are hereby established 
as follows: Not permitted in closely built commercial. principal business 
district or in any heavily populated areas as such areas or districts shall be 
designated by the Fire Prevention Officer 

D._ The limits referred to in Section 11.106 of the Uniform Fire Code in 
which storage of explasives and blasting agents is prohibited is hereby es- 
tablished as follows All areas and zones unless special approval is 
granted by the City Council of the City of Montclair 

SECTION, 4-3.104. MODIFICATIONS 

The Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau shall have the power to modify 
any of the provisions of said Uniform Fire Code upon an application in 
writing by the owner or lessee. or his duly authorized agent, when there are 
practical difficulties in the way of carrying out the strict letter of the Code: 
provided, however. the spirit of the Code shall be observed, public safety 
secured. and substantial justice done. The particulars of such modification, 
when granted or allowed. and the decision of the Chief of the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau thereon shall be entered upon the records of the department. 
and a signed copy shall be furnished to the applicant 

SECTION 4-3.105. ILLEGAL DUMPING 

No person shall piace. deposit, or dump any garbage. cans. bottles. 
paper, ashes, refuse, trash, rubbish. or combustible waste material in or 
upon the property of another, public or private. No person shall dump such 
material in, upon. or along anv trail, roadway, or highway in or upon the 
property of another. public or private. Public and private dumping areas. 
having been previously approved by the agency having jurisdiction thereof 
Shall be deemed to be in compliance with the provisions of this Section 

SECTION 43.106. LIABILITY FOR FIRE DAMAGE 

The expense for fighting any fires which are the result of a violation of 
the provisions of this Article shall be charged against the person whose 
violations caused the fire. Damages caused by such fires shall constitute a 
debt of such person and shall be collectible by the Chief in the same manner 
as in the case of an obligation under contract, expressed or implied 

SECTION 4-3.107, AMENDMENTS TO UNIFORM FIRE CODE 

A. Subsection (c) is hereby added to Section 1.208 of said Uniform Fire 
Code to read as follows 

SECTION 1.208. INVESTIGATIONS. ‘c) The Fire Chief and the 
members of the Fire Prevention Bureau and any other member of the Fire 
Department designated by the Fire Chief shall also be established as 
members of an Arson Bureau and shall have the authority to arrest and ap- 
prehend in the ewent of arson and malicious mischief pertaining to fires and 
explosives, as defined by Section 830.3 L of the Penal Code of the State of 
California 

B. Subsection (b} is hereby added to Section 1.217 of said Uniform Fire

Fixed fire protection systems shall be installed in con- 
formance with N.F.P.A. Pamphlet Number 12 for carbon dioxide systems 
and or Pamphlet Number 17 for dry chemical systems. and each system 
Shall be equipped or designed to shut down the fuel supply or heating 
elements of the cooking equipment upon activation of the fire extinguishing 
system 

3. Maintenance and Service. Each system shall be serviced and main-j 
tained in accordance with the requirements as set forth in N.F.P.A 
Pamphlet Number 96 

E. Subsection (g) is hereby added to Section 13.301 of said Uniform 
Fire Code to read as follows: 

SECTION 13.301. INSTALLATION. (g) Fire Extinguishing Systems 

1. Every structure hereafter constructed more than three (3) stories in 
height, every structure over fifty-five (55) feet in height, and every struc- 
ture having an aggregate floor area of 12,000 square feet shall have an ap- 
Proved automatic sprinkler system installed throughout therein. For the 
Purpose of this Section, the number of stories and the height of the struc- 
ture shall be measured from the lowest level of the Fire Department vehi- 
cle access. 

2. An “‘approved automatic fire extinguishing (sprinkler) system” is a 
system which is installed, inspected, flushed, tested, and maintained in ac- 
cordance with N.F.P.A. Pamphlet 13. The alarms from an approved 
system shall transmit a signal to the Fire Alarm Headquarters of the Fire 
Department prior to occupancy.

1. Every structure, or portion thereof hereafter constructed, used for

2. Every structure, or portion thereof hereafter constructed, used for 
hotel or motel occupancy containing twelve (12) or more guest rooms and

FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS. (f) An ‘approved supervis§d 
products of combustion fire detection system”’ is a system that has detec- 
tors sensitive to any products of combustion, except that detectors seh- 
sitive to heat only are not acceptable, has detectors that sound a local 
alarm clearly audible in all areas of the structure when all intervening 
doors are closed and transmits a signal to the Fire Alarm Headquartersipf 
the Fire Department, has detectors installed in locations and in a manher 
approved by the Fire Chief, and has a signal or intercommunicating systén 
used for no other purpose than fire warning. ae 

G. Subsection (d) is hereby added to Section 15.210 of said Uniform

First aid fire appliances shall be provided Sand 
located within easy reach of the driver or alternate as required by the hier 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau : 

(i) Variances. Any variance from the provisions of this Section shall be 
applied for in writing to the Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau and shal! 
not be considered granted until approved in writing by the Chief of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. Such variance shall be granted only for the duratidh of 
the parade or public gathering 2 

SECTION 4-3.304. DEALERS’ PERMITS: ISSUANCE 5 

Upon receiving a written application therefor specifying the place where
